Deoatur, Helped a Young 


Syrian.

Chicago paper ot the rescue of a Syrian 
boy and his return to America slter be- 
ing kidnaped from this country, in which 
Dr. D. C. Marquis played n creditable 
part. Dr. Marquis, it will be remem- 
bered, is the minister who delivered the 
sermon at the laying of the corner stone 
of the Presbyterian church, and dedicated 
Westminister Chapel. 


Fares Anton Behamesey is the name of 


a 10 year old Syrian who had been living 
in Chicago with his uncle and in 1891 
created somewhat of a sensation m church 
circles by embracing the .Christian relig- 
ion and lecturing among the churches 
on oriental customs. It September of 
that year tue boy's ancle beguiled him 
aboard a train and hurried him oEE to 
New York, from where they sailed to 
Syrian, where every effort vas made to 
induce or frighten the lad to renounce 
the Christian religion and again become 
one of the Syrians in their old ways. He 
resisted, meeting with many persecutions 
on that account 
After three months at 


his old home in Beyroot, the boy got 
permission to go to Damascus, where he 
met Dr. Marquis, who was touring the 
holy land with othei Americans. These 
gentlemen Lad known tne lad in Chi- 
cago and gnve him every encouragement 
to esoope from his former associates and 
return to America. These words from 
the Americans so inspired the boy that 
he made renewed efforts to get away and 
finally succeeded, landing in Chicago 
this week. He intends to continue his 
studies there and then return to Syria as 
a missionary.
